Ojr prcenl course 
it on tbt chord n( this great arc -at one 
extremity of whic'.. lien Albany; nrd Ade- 
laide at the other. The dbdinca bstwoen 
them 1007 mile*, which we are -'knocking 
i ff" famoutly, now, over a pletstnt sea and 
under a blue iky. 

Tuesday, 23J, at 1J p. u , wt steamed 
cautiously into the land locked harbor of 
Albany, at the head of King Oeorge't 
sound. From early dawn we had been 
running down the out with land in full 
rlew— perhaps le»t tban five milee di.tent, 
on an avenge -and when we came opposite 
oai little barter, made a sharp turn to 
"par;" entered a narrow gateway between 
two bold headlands, and found ourselves in 
a beautiful circular bay, several milei in 
circumferance, with a pretty little city 
straggling up the hilly slopee cn the right, 
and quite a look cf bin land abiut this 
hidden harbar and town, ta perfectly con- 
csaled until one searchee it out. A gray 
haired pilot, in njnt uniform, did the port 
honors and saw us Into aatfe berth, when 
the anchor was dropped, aad notice given 
that we should not sail again before 10 
o'clock Two steam launches came out t> 
us and took ofl the puaengers, wishing to 
go ashore. The P, & O. anchorage is about 
the centre of the barter, and Its* than a 
mile from the landing jetty. The steam 
lauuohea are "lioeeeed to curry 40" each 
and (he two sufficed to take all wanting to 
go. The fare is one -lulling each way. 

The vie* ■■' the town, as one approaches 
it from the h.riaor, is very pleading, l'ou 
see all there is o( it, at once, for it is built 
on a plain bill slop', fram the water side 
up! thickly at the bittern; .cittoringly at 
the top, wit!) - -vr- ,i villas of uoic thsn 
ordtoary architect. iml pretentions, nouiog 
cooice ailei, a little *if out of town. The 
handsomest of these belongs to our gray- 
bnimd pilot, I was told, which epeika well 
for hit taste in selecting a imaMttead. 

fro landed it was difficult to real. 
is< that we were actually in the "uttermost 
parts of the earth.'' With tbe exception of a 
few odd vegetable growths, Albany might 
have been a q uel seaport in England, .Scot- 
Und or Ireland. B it a brief stroll up the 
principal street brought us upon a ecene 
that is not witnessed in tbe British Islet. In 
front of one of the modus'. "Hotels"— of 
which tbe little city has several —about a 
doaen "Ab jriginale" , -o tbe Australians 
call tne u*u«»« W iu« country j war* execu- 
ting a sort of "war-dance" 'or the edifica- 
tion of a knot of our passengers. Tbe ex- 
hibition was not unlike what I have seen 
in America, with our own red Indiana as 
acton"; made up of (.runts rn I diabclical 
ytlls, and leaps and hopping* to and fro, of 
very ungraceful character, but all in a cer 
tain rude time and measure, Each one 
carried a tu.'tof grass in bis hand —the use 
of which I could not divine. A few horri- 
ble women, with pipes in their mouths and 
fragments of "billy cock" hals atop of 
their tangled locks, stood near; one of them 
with a "pickaninny" swut,g in the alack of 
a greasy blanket, on her back Toe yourg 
aboriginol had frowsy rtddiea hair and 
seemed a most interested spectator of every 
thing— rolling a pair of curious bltck eyes 
in, BTaxr direction. When the dance was 
ovsjr the women scattered to the vauoua 
grotpa of spectators to collect the nar reel. 
Ooa hid so as old hen approached me with 
extended palm. 1 re ponded with a penny 
I wish you could have seen that lualevo 
lent look the witch like btldame gave me 
•Not ' abe almoat shouted "Tackpeal" 
"Tackpen" Which I at once guessed was 
"Aboriginal" for sixpence And I wse 
ngnt. I demurred slightly, but ►he gave 
me such a demoniacal scrowl— still repeat 
ing in an uncompromising way -"N. 
Takpet! Takpen." that I timidly consent 
ad to he robbed by this dreadful old crsa- 
ture; then and there makiag over into her 
dirty hand tha sum ahe coveted. Then she 
consented to leave me without thanks ex- 
preesed or felt gratitude, ho far as I oould 
read her ugly face. A more disreputable 
lot of enrages I never saw, nor wish to>ee. 
1 was told tit; w. r • tbt average specimens 
I bad not expected much, far all the histor- 
ical accounts of the Aborigintes cf Austra- 
lia describe them at of a very low type of 
humanity indeed. But the/ are more re- 
pulsive then I had imagined. Squat, thin 
legged, wiry; course at faalurt; painted hid- 
eously ; greasy; filthy; dull black in color; 
clad in aheap akiat- wool inside; with not 
one attractive, redeeming point on which 
an inquiring glance might rest; and all 
smoking the diitieet of pipe*. At I 
upon these original proprietor! of the soil, 
I felt a long way from home, and the reali- 
ution of our position b-fen to steal noon 
ms a' last. 

Down tbit main street we came upon a 
man peddling boomerangs, which also gave 
me a twinge of the exile feeling. He alao 
offered for aalt a pill of Eateu lege, taken 
off at the knee, and to recently as to be im 
penfaatl/ dried. They looked like tbe pee), 
si extremities of tbe father of all tha wild 
torkiee. I did not invent, bat hare regret- 
ted ever tinea that I did not buy a 



ang for half a crown (50c)— exorbitant 
though the price was —as a memento of my 

visit to "King Oeorge't Round " A email 
boy approached me with a bundle ef newt- 
papers. "Buy the Albany Mail.''' No 
cnnc.liatery,' Sir*'— tacked on to this invi- 
tation to purchase, as a "newsboy" with at 
would have spoken it. I looked at the an 
pretending sheet and inquired the price. 
"Sixpence." "Isn't that rather dear for to 
small a papal?" I modestly aeked. "Yea, 
it it dear, bat everything htt (o be itrport 
ed and there are not many tubscribert;" he 
promptly replied. "Can I get Melbourne 
and Sidney pspera in Iowl?" "O ye»!'' he 
answered quite cheerfully. "Vou aae that 
.ddai?' "Yea" "Well, two 
doors the other side of that man, you can 
get what you want." No mire attempt to 
lellapaper. No nag nagging. I wat to 
mpreteed with the little chap's evident de- 
ire that I should get what I really wanted, 
bat I bought a paper from him, inelantcr, 
and was glad afterwards; for I was reward 
ad with a really fresh batch of Eagliah tel 
egramt— worth eaveral sixpences to my 
hungry appetite for something at home 

We stepped into tbe open door of the 
"church" and found it a neat, but most di 
minutive eUuctare-teeUng, perhaps, 50, 
in all. But It may be ample for the urual 
attendance. If so, one mast needs be im- 
pressed with the contracted demand for re- 
ligion, in this earner of the great colony. 

Of cooree we made sure of properly post 
ing our leUert to go br the next steamer, 
which we expect to meet to morrow -com- 
ing out from Adelaide. Toe pastage rates 
are "stiff" but not ex arbiunt. 6J to Eng- 
land and 8 1 to America— IS I and 16c res- 
pectively. The stamps of Western Austra- 
lia are un ci le; all of them bearing the em- 
blem of aswaa. The "Stmn River Settle- 
ment" wat tbe tint name of tbe present 
city of Perth -tbe capital of Western Aue- 
tralia. Perhaps "odd" would more appro 
priatelv characterise the stamp than 
"unique." We had to las exact in our pur- 
chases, so as to hare none left over, aa the 
stsmps cf W. Australia are useless outside 
of that colony. No intercolonial arrange- 
ment hat yet been made to obviate Ibis, 
and many other d.ffi sullies, which I may 
notice aa I come in contact with them. I 
set this down as the first one of tbe local 
jealousies we have encounterel, and as the 
cause of our first momentary annovance. 
Fancy Kentucky pastage stamps not being 
"good" in Tennessee, and vou have it. I 
dare say this will be rectified In time when 
tnecountrjisaettled more compactly end 
postajo stamps at ■ medium of trifling re- 
mittances, becme a d lily necessitv, as 
with as. 

I was amtted at the tin ol tht Mel- 
bourne, Adelaide and Sydney pipers. I 
thought the man had picked op a packet 
Of them, when I bought the last Melbourne 
A\t»irakui*x. Fancy 43 pages Rayal Folio. 
I send the Interior offi :e a specimen by 
this mail, that will, I ratherlhink. astonish 
a practical printer. They are as big as the 
continent-relalivelv. 

I was impressed, also, with the purely 
business basis on watch even the smallest 
purchases are made in tha Albany ahops — 
which, by the way, are very well stocked 
and well gotten up, generally. No obsequi- 
outness; no smiling invitation to buy, nor 
what they can "do far you 



THE GENERAL »SS£UBLT. 



-Daring tbe 110 days of the eattion 2 - 
394 billt were introduced, 633 in the Sen- 
ate and 1,756 in the House. Of theae 1,430 
were panted; 427 of the Senate and 1,003 of 
the Houte. Bat 59 of thete billt were 
general in their nature. The Governor 
vetoed 41 bills and it would have been 
better for the State if it had been tan times 
at many.

To repeal all the acts relating If the 
election cf a Warden of toe penitentiary, 
and provide for an election bv the Cnmmis- 
idooert of the Sinking Fund. 

For the benefit of the branch pauitrciti- 
ary at Eldyville; tolavy a tat or ft] cents 
on tbe $100 to complete .t. 

For the benefit of public schools in the 
Cammonwealtb in citiaa of ever 20,000 in* 
habitant'; to allow pupils betwtta the age 
of 20 and 40 to attend the night achoole. 

To provide for the monthly pavment of 
teacherr; allowing the tchocl trusters to 
borrow money lar tht purpaee. 

To d« fine a lawful fence, and to secure 
owners of property for dauntea to the 
tame by tresspass by tha lire stock of oth- 
s Wire it also made a legal fence. 
To stamp out pleuro-pneumonia and to 
prevent the spread of iolectious disease* by 
attaching penalties. 

To establish the Nineteenth Circuit 
Court Judicial Patriot, composed of the 
counties of EstUI, Powell, Lee, Clay, Perry, 
Letcher, Knott, Breathitt and Wolfe. 

To autboriu peace officers to take band 
in penal and criminal taset. 

To permit expr*<«s mrsteogtrs to carry 
cancealed weapons. 

Appropriating fto.DOO for a buiidiug for 
the colored blind and $3,000 anouails fur 
expenses. 

To Increase the penalty for incest from 
two to six to two to twenty-one years. 

To make seduction a felony, punishable 
by confinement in the penitentiary for not 
less than ont nor more tban live yeers. 

To nuke tbe County Superintendent
